WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
Leaders of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee hope that Henry 
A. Wallace, ousted Secretary of 
Commerce, will campaign for the 
Democratic candidates in the Nov. 
5 election. 

Postmaster General Robert E. 
Hannegan, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, said 


in an interview im Chicago today 
that there was no move in the 
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committee to bar Wallace from 6 


participation in the campeign. 

“I earnestly hope Mr. Wallace 
supports the party’s candidates, 
and I think he will,” Hannegan 
said. “I will be very happy to try 
td secure his services as a speaker 
for any engagement requested by 
Democratic organizations in the 
eampaign. We do not select speak- 
ers. We act as a conduit. I will 
personally be glad to book Wal- 
lace as a speaker.” 

Wants Aid. 

Representative John J. Spark- 
man of Alabama, head of the 
party’s national campaign speak- 
ers’ bureau, said in a radio inter- 
view in Washington yesterday that 
he hoped both Wallace and Sena- 
tor Pepper (Dem.), Florida, would 
campaign for the ticket this fall. 

He said his withdrawal of bu- 
reau sponsorship for any speeches 
they may make, following their 
criticism of the Administration's 
foreign policy, is “purely because 
of intra-party differences.” . 

Sparkman challenged a ques- 
tioner’s reference to the Senator 
and the ousted Cabinet member 
as “no longer in good standing in 
the party.” 

“T think,” he asserted, “they are 
good Democrats.” 

Pepper Charges “Purge.” 

About the time he spoke, Pep- 
per issued in Florida a statement 
calling removal of his name from 
the speakers’ list a “purge” against 
believers in “progressive leader- 
ship,” but indicated he would not 
let it change his plans. 

He said he had many requests 
from. state Democratic commit- 
tees and candidates for speeches. 
He said he would support the Ad- 
ministration when he thought it 
was right and criticize it when it 
is wrong—‘“that, to my mind, is 
democracy.” 

Wallace remained in seclusion 
here. Advisers said Wallace had 
not decided what course to pur- 
sue in his fight for his ideas of 
how to obtain a lasting peace— 
keynoted by a less severe attitude 
toward Russia. He no longer con- 
sidered himself bound by a pledge 
ef silence given before he left the 
Cabinet, but he also said he did 
not wish to interfere with the 
Paris peace conference. 

G.O.P. Cites Dissension. 

The Republican leadership today 
cited the Truman-Wallace break 
as a sign of Democratic dissen- 
sion in contrast with what it 
called G.O.P. unity in the current 
Congressional election campaign. 

The Republican News, official 
organ of the G.O.P. Nationa] Com- 
mittee, chided both Truman and 
his former Secretary of Commerce 
for their “inactivity in the Con- 
gressional campaign.” It referred 
to Wallace as Truman’s “chief 
rival for the Democrat nomina- 
tion in 1948,” and said neither he 
nor the President had made more 
than a “purely local gesture” for 
the Democratic ticket. 

The Republican committee said 
the go-easy-with-Russia policy ad- 
vocated by Wallace would “wreck 
the American non-partisan ap- 
proach to foreign relations.” It 
said Truman was forced to get 
rid of Wallace because the Byrnes- 
Wallace division in the Cabinet 
“could not longer be temporized.” 

The Republican committee said 
that veterans of al] wars running 
for Congress as Republicans out- 
mumber those on the Democratic 
ticket by better than two to one. 
The Republican News asserted 
this “preference of veterans for 
the Republican ticket indicates 
their convictions that it is the best 
medium for realizing the ideals 
for which they fought.” 

The paper repotted that 120 of 
the 218 G.O.P. Congressional can- 
didates so far listed at headquar- 
ters are veterans, compared with 
68 out of 353 Democratic candi- 
rates listed by the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.

Turned From Business to Government <i 


Held Domestic and Foreign Posts— 


Knows Stalin 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
W. Averell Harriman, newly ap- 


proved Secretary of Commerce, is |‘? 


the silver-spoon heir to a great 
railroad fortune, son of E. H. 
Harriman who once controlled 
60,000 miles of railroad. 

He left the Republican party, 
of which his father had been a 
member, to vote for Alfred E. 
Smith for president in 1928. He 
was active in Washington almost 
from the beginning of the New 
Deal under Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

It has been a basic tenet of the 
new secretary-designate that 
business should co-operate with 
Government by providing a share 
of leadership and_ brains. 

Served With NRA. 

His first important government 
assignment was as deputy ad- 
ministrator of the Nationa] Re- 
covery Administration. He. has 
some direct acqugintance with 
the Commerce Department, hav- 
ing served three times as chair- 
man of the businéss advisory 
council in the department. 

He was in the materials division. 
of the Office of ‘Production Man- 
agement when President Roose- 
velt sent him on a lend-lease as- 
signment to London. 

Harriman was born in New 
York Nov. 15, 1891 and was grad- 
uated from Yale in 1913. He and 
his brother, E, Roland Harriman, 
inherited the bulk of their fa- 
ther’s $100,000,000 estate. He went 
to work first for the Union Pa- 
cific railroad. He built ships for 
the Maritime Commission during 
World War I. 

In 1921, with his brother and 
others, he formed the investment 
banking firm of W. A. Harriman 
& Co. and later he became a 
partner in the merger of Brown 
Brothers, Harriman & Co. 

Former Rail Executive. 

He held offices with the Ilinois 
Central and Union Pacific rail- 
roads. 

As a railroad executive he is 
credited with a principal influ- 
ence in Union Pacific’s pioneering 
drive to sell cheap mass trans- 
portation with streamline trains, 
low-cost meals and hostesses. 

President Roosevelt appointed 
him ambassador to Moscow in 
October 1943. He resigned last 
February, then accepted appoint- 
ment by Truman in April as am- 
bassador to London. 

When Harriman had been in 
Moscow a little more than a year, 
Eddy Gilmore, Associated Press 
correspondent there, reported: 
“No arbassador in Moscow knows 
Stalin as well as Harriman and 
Stalin probably likes none better. 
Harriman has seen more Soviet 
leaders than all the previous four 
ambassadors put together.” 

_ In the interim, while he held no 
public office, he called in a radio 
interview for firm dealing with 
Russia. He said then there would 
not be another war “if we main- 
tain confidence in the (United 
Nations) and take a firm stand 
with any ‘nation that attempts to 
take unilateral action which in- 
fringes upon the freedom of other 
nations.”

Kaiser said he had produced 
more war goods at less cost and 
in less time than other compar- 
able companies, Furthermore, he 
said, he had resorted to Govern- 
ment financing in only a few 
minor. instances, 


Denies Favoritism. 
The booklet said “neither Kaiser 
nor any enterprises with which 
he was associated were the ob- 
jects of Government favoritism.” 
“On the contrary, obstacles were 
often placed in Kaiser’s way, and 
more onerous burdens and terms 
were imposed on him than_ on 
other enterprises with which his 
were comparable,” it said. 
The booklet said Kaiser firms 
had borrowed only $152,780,000 
from the Government “on bank- 
ers’ terms” for three ventures. 
“Two of these loans, totalling 
$29,475,000 were fully repaid with 
interest six years ahead of time,” 


the booklet said. “On the one loan 
remaining, $27,227,220 has been 
paid and $15,600,000 is now set 
aside for payment when due.”.’ 
Summary of Activities. 
Kaiser’s booklet summarized hfs 
war time activities as follows: 
Production—1490 ships; 1,236,- 
000 tons of steel ingot; 20,595,529 
pounds of magnesium ingot; 
82,000,000, pounds of incendiary 
materialg; $73,000,000 worth of 
aircraft,’ parts and accessories 
and $15,000,000 worth of bulk 
cement for the Pacific war. 
Savings — In comparison to 
“costs of items produced by 
other companies,” $465,924,000. 
Profits—Combined net profits 
of the corporations running 
government-owned shipyards 
“after taxes and after deduct- 
ing losses of Kaiser Co., Inc.,” 
were one-tenth of one per cent 
of dollar volume. 
Time saved—iIn the building

Dealing with the St. Johns 
River Shipbuilding Corp. not a 
Kaiser affiliate, Casey said St. 
Johns had one of those no-profit 
shipyard construction contracts, 
but sublet it to its controlling 
stoctk holder, Thompson-Starret 
Co., for a fee of $300,000, of which

“Which only tends to show,” he 
added with a trace of irony, “that 
if you had enough of these no- 
profit contracts you soon would 
be a millionaire.” 

(The United Press reported 
Casey said the auditing system of 
the Maritime Commission “un- 
doubtedly needed a going over.” 
He said he believed the commis- 
sion had not completed renegotia- 
tion with shipbuilders. Only seven 
of the 19 shipbuilders under in- 
vestigation have been involved in 
renegotiation and nothing was 
recovered from two of them, he 
said.) 

Three Types of Contract. 

Three principal types of con- 
tract were employed by the Mari- 
time Commission with shipbuild- 
ers, Casey said. These were the 
cost-plus fixed fee, bitterly de- 
nounced in another connection 
some weeks ago by Comptroller 
General Lindsay C. Warren; the 
price-minus contract, and the se- 
lective price contract. 
Cost-plus is the form of agree- 
ment under which the Govern- 
ment pays all approved cost, plus 
a fixed fee. Price-minus sets up 
a fixed price, but with provision 
for adjustment up or down, de- 
pending on ultimate cost. Selec- 
tive price requires the Govern- 
ment to provide the principal 
items of machinery, material and 
equipment with a fixed fee going 
to the contractor subject to ad- 
justment according to a specified 
formular. 

Of the cost-plus formula, Casey 
said the fixed fee was presumably 
to compensate the contractor for 
his “know-how,” but because so 
many items, including salaries up 
to $25,000 a year, were covered in 
the cost portion, “it looks as if 
the only know-how covered by the 
fee was knowing how to secure 
a contract from the Maritime 
Commission.” 

The price-minus contract . per- 
mitted a contractor to keep 50 
‘per cent of the difference if on 
completion of the contract it de- 
veloped that the amounts paid in 
cost and fees were less than the 
stipulated price, but there was no 
provision, Casey pointed out, for 
the Mhritime Commission to re- 
cover anything, if costs and fees 
were greater than the stipulated 
price. 
World War I Experience. 

Casey noted that the price- 
minus form of contract, in World 
War I, had enabled Bethlehem 
Steel Co. to net a profit of 22 per 
cent under the clause providing 
a 50 per cent split of savings. 

Under the selective price con- 
tract, the GAO attorney went on, 
the Government provided materi- 
als and equipment equal to about 
half of the total cost of vessels 
constructed so that by fixing the 
fees and retainable profits, it was 
in the position of paying a per- 
centage of the profits on its’ own 
materials. 

Bad as all these contracts were 
in the beginning, he said, in most 
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cases the original contracts were 
“torn up somewhere along’ the 
line” and new ones executed. Con- 
sent of the contractors was, of 
course, necessary for such re- 
vision. 

“Even. a child can reason,” he 
added, “that the contractor must 
invariably have received more 
money under the new contract. 
We in GAO consider this device @ 
vicious means of circumventing 
the audit of individual cost items 
by our office, as well as abstract- 
ing still more money from the 
public till. But whatever the pur-

As Ambassador Harriman re- 
ceived $25,000 annually, since Con- 
gress increased the compensation 
for that assignment from $17,500. 
Members of the Cabinet receive 
$15,000. 

Wallace’s Reaction. 

Asked for his reaction, Wallace 
gent this word to reporters: 

“T am sure that this appointment 
will be received with the greatest 
enthusiasm by the business com- 
munity.” .

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 23 
(AP)—The United States and 
Britain joined today in vigorous 
opposition: to a Russian proposal 
for the United Nations Security 
Council to seek information on 
Allied troop dispositions in foreign 
non-enemy states. Britain assailed 
it as “pure propaganda.” 

' Herschel V. Johnson, United 


States delegate, said he would 
vote against putting the item on 
the council's calendar. Johnson 


jsaid United States troops were on 


foreign friendly territory on the 
basis of agreements with the gov- 
ernments concerned and said their 
presence there had not contributed 
to any uneasiness in the world. 

The Australian delegate, Paul 
Hasluck, also indicated opposition 
to the proposal. 

Cadogan’s Remarks. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, speaking against the 
Russian proposal, first put before 
the council by Andrei A. Grdmyko 
on Aug. 30, said his government 
considered the Soviet action as 
“irresponsible.” 

At the outset of the meeting, 
Cadogan asked Gromyko, who is 
presidmg as council president, 
just what Russia’s purpose was in 
filing the request. Gromyko re- 
plied briefly that his government 
considered the question a “situa- 
tion” which threatens peace and 
security. 

“You have made it plain that 
your government considers the 
presence of these troops in cer- 
tain countries creates a danger- 
ous situation,” Cadogan replied. 
He then said he was instructed 
to oppose putting the matter on 
the agenda for formal council 
acion. 

Cadogan declared that he was 
confident that the world would 
see through this transparent po- 
litical maneuver.”

The Russian delegate took the 
floor as the council renewed con- 
sideration of setting up a pro- 
posed International Relief Organ- 
ization to care for approximately 
900,000 persons. The IRO, with a 
budget of $258,000,000, has been 
opposed by the Soviet Union and 
Latin American countries.

arbitration, namely, the inevitable 
failure in many instances to give 
proper weight to the collective 
bargaining history and the cur- 
re~t problems unique to particular 
industries... .” | 

The plan of voluntary arbitra- 
tion, under which the parties 
agree to submit a dispute for a 
binding decision, is growing in 
favor in both labor and industry, 
they said, though is unlikely to 
become “generally accepted” in 
the near future.

Too Little and Too Much. 


You can take two views of this 
inventory buildup. One is that 
business men have managed by 
great ingenuity to fill the indus- 
trial pipelines, despite strikes, 
despite shortages, and despite the 
low rate of worker productivity 
during the reconversion period. 
Or you can turn that around and 
| gay that the pipelines are clogged, 
that the buildup of inventories 
was directly the result of strikes, 
| shortages, and low productivity. 

Inventories are unbalanced. Any 
shopper will tell you that in retail 
stores there'll be a superabun- 
dance, say, of certain types of 
ready-to-wear, but just try and get 
three white shirts. Similarly an 
electrical appliance manufacturer 
will have too little copper wire 
and too much of shapes and fit- 
tings. A clothing manufacturer 
will have woolen cloth all cut up 
and ready to be processed but will 
be chasing rayon linings and cot- 
ton trimmings. 

No Slump Yet, But... 

This unbalance causes assembly 
lines to move in fits and starts. 
It takes longer to make an auto- 
mobile—more days-—than before 
the war; similarly with a man’s 
suit. As a result, the semi-fin< 
ished inventories pile up in the 
hands of manufacturers. But once 
a better balance occurs—once ray- 
on lining deliveries come in at the 
game rate of suit manufacture— 
then shipments to wholesalers and 
retailers will pick up. Then the

As to Wage Policy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch apparently no long- 
er subscribes to its platform, which 
etates that it will “never tolerate injus- 
tice,” for in a recent editorial entitled 
“Wage Assaults Cannot Win,” you say: 
“It is a time... when organized labor 
should reconcile itself to the lesser of 
evils and some temporary injustice in- 
stead of bringing down disaster by try- 
ing the impossible.” 

As a laboring man, I consider the edi- 

torial shortsighted and cockeytd. It ad- 
mits that wages have risen 33 per cent 
while the cost of living has risen 42 per 
cent. That being the case, the difference 
of 9 per cent is going to swell already 
high profits. 
The effort of the Post-Dispatch for 
real price control is commendable. Yet 
real price control is no longer a fact. 
Prices of uncontrolled merchandise have 
been and stil] are soaring. Labor is fast 
coming to the conclusion that OPA, un- 
der the present law, is not existing to 
control prices but, on the contrary, to 
legalize unjustified price increases. 

The result of your counse] would be 
as follows: Wages would remain stable 
while prices and profits continued to 
rise unreasonably. The worker, not be- 
ing able to get along on his wages, will 
be forced to dig into his savings if he 
has any, and if not, to borrow. Produc- 
tion through new methods will be 
brought to a new high level per worker. 

As soon as the workers’ savings and 
eredit are exhausted, they will live again 
from hand to mouth. Some will merely 
exist. The buying power of the public 
will weaken. Merchandise will begin to 
pile up on the shelves and in the ware- 
houses until they are full. 

But.a depression of 1932 proportions 
is not inevitable, in this writer’s opin- 
ion. It can be avoided: 

1. If the wage keeps increasing with 
the increasing speed of mass produc- 
tion, so that the public, composed in the 
majority of wage earners, may buy back 


a greater share of its production. 


2. If prices, and that means in the 
first place profits, are held at a rea- 
sonable level instead of subsidized 
through tax rebates, etc. 

3. If social security, unemployment 
benefits and old-age pensions are ex- 
panded and hospital and medical care is 
provided through a system of Federal 
insurance. 

4. If small business is encouraged and 
big business strictly controlled. 

5. If the minimum wage under Federal 
law is increased, increasing the earnings 
of the white-collar worker and wiping 
out the coolie wage of unorganized 
workers who do not share the benefits 
of this law. 

These are some of the major things 
which will help prevent a depression 
ef major proportions.

DDT Spraying for Polio 
fo the Editor of the Post-DispAtch: 

I notice that infantile paralysis has 
taken a toll in your city. What can 
St. Louis do to control these outbreaks? 
It would not require very much money 
for it to carry on some’ experimentation 
of its own. 

Why doesn’t St. Louis try a general 
DDT spraying program? The experi- 
ment would not cost very much. Who 
knows, you may kill the insect or fly 
that is carrying the polio virus. 

Let me cite what has been done in 
Southeast Missouri. The population in 
the boot-heel is fairly dense. We have 
been spraying in this section with DDT 
for two years. We no longer have any 
flies to speak of. 

During 1945, Charleston, Mo., had 36 
eases of polio. As an experiment, DDT 
spraying crews working for the Public 
Health Service were called in and the 
city was sprayed. During 1946, the city 
had one case of polio.

The atomic bomb which killed 100,000 peo- 
ple at Hiroshima and will through cancerous in- 


_ fection kill thousands of other Hiroshimans yet 


alive seems the most horrible weapon in the 
world. But it seems so only because more hor- 


_Tible weapons in existence have not been tried. 


Publication of Henry Wallace's letter to Presi- 
dent Truman lifted an edge of the curtain on 
radio-active poison gas, a weapon that combines 
the*horrors of nuclear energy with those of far 
more deadly chemicals than any that have ever 
been used in war. It is probably this weapon to 


which Dr. Gerald Wendt, former science editor 


of Time and Life, referred last week when he 
spoke of a “super-deadly poison” so potent that 
a single ounce could kill every person in the 
United States and Canada. 

Running radio-active poison gas a close race 
in this chamber of horrors is bacteriological war- 
fare, with which both Germany and the United 
States experimented during the war. Bacterio- 
logical warfare is broken down into three classi- 
fications, 

First, there is the. type that consists of violent- 
ly virulent strains of human diseases, capable of 
decimating an enemy population. 
is the type that can be dropped on enemy fields, 
devastating his crops and eventually starving 
men, women and children. Finally, there is the 
botulin type of poison, a small cube of which 
could fatally infect the water supply of a major 
city. 

The world not only has these nightmare weap- 
ons. It also has, in the atomic bombing of Na- 
gasaki and Hiroshima, and in the deliberate ter- 
ror bombings in Europe, the proof that no re- 
straint against using any weapon can be expected. 


Furthermore, the comfortable old military saw 
that for every new weapon there is a new de- 
fense has been pretty ‘well exploded. The world 
simply is too small for warfare to be carried on 
with any safety for anyone. For, while new 
weapons today—thanks to the new super-bomber 
have a striking range of 10,000 miles, the cir- 
cumference of the world has remained the same, 


When men fought with fists and clubs, a man 
might protect himself in an area no greater 
than of a single room. But when percussion 
weapons came along, an area the size of a room 
offered no spatial protection at all.. The world 
today is the same “room” it always was, and 
against the new weapons no real defense is pos- 
sible. Such weapons as the B-29 and the block- 
buster demonstrated this over Tokyo, Frankfurt 
and Berlin. 

All the facts go to support the conclusion ex- 
pressed last week by Maj. Gen. Alden H. Waitt, 
chief of the Army Chemical Warfare Service. 

I believe it is futile and time-wasting (Gen. 
Waitt said) to attempt to regulate and con- 
trol weapons. Our efforts should be directed - 
toward eliminating war by statesmanship and 
the application of political philosophy and 
the development of understanding and trust 
among the peoples of the world. 

Gen. Waitt’s conclusion can be accepted— 
with one proviso. The plan to control atomic 
weapons which has been offered in the Lilienthal- 
Acheson report, as amended by Bernard Baruch, 
is more than a plan to control a new form of 
warfare. It is an entering wedge to persuade 
the nations of the world to a qualified pooling 
of national sovereignty in return for military 
safeguards. 

If the plan is accepted, it should create a nd 
tern for more and more international co-opera- 
tion, until finally, perhaps, warfare may be out- 
lawed in all its hideous forms and an interna- 
tional police force be set up to guarantee peace. 


The logic of survival argues unanswerably for 
international protection against the weapons 
science is devising. The logic of civilization ar- 
gues unanswerably for the scientific discoveries 
to be turned to the uses of peace and not those 
of destruction. The world accepts these premises. 
Will it accept the conclusion? 
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Minimum Wage for Missouri 

A renewed campaign for a minimum-wage 
law will be waged in the forthcoming Legisla- 
ture. Meanwhile, as was reported in “the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, the question will be brought ag- 
gressively into the November election. The floor 
under wages is so worthy that it must prevail 
when information and pressure enough are 
brought to bear. 

Every full-time job is worth at least the sim- 
ple subsistence of the man or woman who holds 
it. Yet in 1944, the latest year for which data 
are available, 67,000 Missourians were paid less 
than’40 cents an hour or $16 for a 40-hour week. 
Such. wages are nearly scandalous in a time of 
high and rising prices. Such wages shift a bur- 
den from employers and their customers, who 
should carry it, to taxpayers. The underpaid are 
among the chief: patrons of tax-supported free 
welfare institutions. 

The issue is all the more pointed because, 


while a minority in “intrastate” business are 


paid so poorly, a much larger number of Mis- 
sourians have minimum-wage protection by Fed- 
eral law. The Federal minimum will probably 
be raised by the next Congress, widening the 
disparity still further unless the Legislature also 
acts.

The AFL in Toledo has offered mature and 
experienced advice to the AFL in St. Louis con- 
cerning the Toledo industrial.peace plan. If the 
local AFL business agents value the wisdom of 
colleagues, they will reconsider their rejection 
of this plan. 

Toledo's AFL leadership states that the pure- 
ly voluntary mediation plan has exceeded the 
best hopes in bringing economic peace to the 
community, “It accomplished much more than 
I ever anticipated,” Franz Berlacher, vice presi- 


dent of the Toledo Central Labor Council, told | 


the Post-Dispatch. He said that the mediation 
committee had handled 75 labor disputes, and 
had met only “two real headaches” among them. 

Why, then, do local business agents say “No” 
to a plan for peaceful settlement of disputes? 
Why don't they co-operate to see how it works, 
since they have nothing to lose?

A Canranilty Philosophy 
Just about 150 years ago, Thomas Robert Mal- 
thus, an English economist, caused considerable. 
consternation by a theory that, unless fewer ba- 


“bies were born, the world could not produce food 


enough for the population, Yet, even though the 
peoples of the world have multiplied tremendous- 
ly since the Malthusian theory was set forth with- 
out bringing the catastrophe the Englishman pre- 
dicted, his ideas pop up every generation or so. 
Thus, today Guy Irving Burch, director of the 
Population Reference Bureau, whatever that is 
says there are too many people in the world and 
that it will be impossible to obtain a balance be- 


tween numbers of péople and natural resources 


unless population is limited. He wants the na- 
tions to encourage birth control, to pass sterili- 
zation laws and otherwise to curb the bringing 
of babies into the world. 

In view of the famine conditions now existing 


in so many places, Burch’s idea may gain adher- 
However, famine is largely the result of 
war which took millions of men from the culti- 


ents. 


vation of the soil. Under normal conditions, the 


‘ soil of the world could produce infinitely more 


food than it does if the vaunted intelligence of 
mankind were put to the task. 

A veritable revolution in agriculture has oc- 
curred in the past half century. We refer not 
only to mechanization, which now makes it pos- 
sible for large areas to be tilled by a few men 
with machines, but also to new knowledge of 
soil chemistry, new types of fertilizer, the devel- 
opment of more productive seed and so on. In 
their infancy are methods to produce crops in 
chemical solution without any soil at all. 

Vast parts of the earth’s surface, like the des- 
erts of America, can be made to bloom by the 
use of irrigation. The Jews, by bringing water 
to the soil and other means, have made a garden 
out of the part of Palestine they occupy. That 
is true, too, of our own Imperial Valley in Cali- 
fornia,, Control of the Tennessee River and the 
adoption of modern agricultural methods, such 
as terracing, contour plowing, the use of super- 
phosphates and the planting of legumes, haye 
transformed the Tennessee Valley. 

The Malthusians, old and’ new, have a short- 
sighted and cowardly philosophy. Instead of in- 
terfering with the private lives of human beings, 
they might far better work to the end that prod- 
ucts of industry and laboratory be extended to 
peoples who today, in various parts of the world, 
are tilling the soil with the crude implements, of 
a thousand years ago. If the inventive genius 
of man were ever turned to the proper distribu- 
tion among mankind of the fruits of that inven- 
tiveness, this misery-ridden sphere could be made 
worth living on.

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Time is Against Austria 


The picture which Leland Stowe draws of the — 


Russo-American impasse in Austria is a dark 
one, and the ray of hope he finds is small. It is 
to the good that, as he says, Gen. Mark Clark 


and United States Minister Ehrhardt are doing ° 


“a first-class job in a very tough spot.” It is 
questionable, however, how much even a first- 
class job will accomplish when the Russians, as 
Mr, Stowe goes on to say, will not so much as 
discuss the economic strangulation which they 
are performing on the Austrian state. 

Noting that some observers believe the Rus- 
sians think they have time on their side, Mr. 
Stowe says “if so, they may be reckoning with- 
out taking account of the full amount of Anglo- 
American obstinacy which Soviet tactics here 
have certainly aroused. You get the impression 
that Gen. Clark can do a sit-down strike as long 
as most people....” Inasmuch as Austria’s con- 
dition is, with the passage of time, going from 
bad to intolerable, Mr. Stowe’s comfort is scant 
indeed. 

How can it be regarded otherwise than that 
time is on the side of Russia? The Soviet Union 
has stripped Austria of three-fourths of its in- 
dustry, and the country cannot do more than 
hang on by its fingernails, economically speak- 
ing, until it gets the industry back. 

The United States has tried but has not gotten 
the industry back for Austria. Russia is willing 
to hand it back any time the Austrians will agree 
to a 50-50 partnership with Russia, such as exists 
in Hungary. The only question is: How long will 
Russia have to keep on making Austria suffer 
before Austria will lose all hope of the United 
States and Britain and give in to the Russian 
demands? 

The Russian Government joined the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Britain three 
years ago in the declaration that the powers 
“wish to see re-established a free and independ- 
ent Austria and thereby to open the way for the 
Austrian people .. . to find that political and 
economic secufity which is the only basis for 
lasting peace.” What the Russians are doing to 
Austria is a flagrant violation of that pledge. If 
they can manage to keep on with it long enough, 
they will have seen re-established an Austria 
without volition of its own, a puppet state of 
the Soviet Union. 
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The digshargid Secretary of Commerce lost 
out on a fundamental point. He was unable to 
persuade the Administration to reverse a policy 
of getting tough with Wallace.

The document betrayed the man- 
date by stopping Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine and by prevent- 
ing further Jewish acquisition of 
Palestinian land. The Grady-Mor- 
rison plan would partition Pales- 
tine among Jews, Arabs and Brit- 
ish, leaving the Jews exactly two 
forty-ninths of the territory orig- 
inally promised them. 

Henry Grady is a decent citizen 
who foolishly accepted a job for 
which he had neither thé knowl- 
edge nor the diplomatic prepara- 
tion. He was taken into camp by 
the American State Department 
and by the British. 


Herbert Morrison is the same 
British Labor party leader who 
not so long ago stated: 

“We (of the British Labor 
Party) regard this White Paper 
and the policy in it as a cynical 
breach of pledges given to the 
Jews and the world, including 
America. . .. If we do this thing 
today we shall have done a thing 
that is dishonorable to our name, 
which is discreditable to our ca- 
pacity to govern and which is 
dangerous to British security, to 
peace and to the economic inter- 
ests of the world in general and 
of our own country.” 


Coddling the Mufti. 


It couldn’t have been better said. 
Yet the Grady - Morrison plan 
which the Palestinian Jews are 
being asked to go to London to 
discuss, represents a worse White 
Paper. 

Mr. Morrison has been taken 
into camp by the new school of 
British appeasers. The difference 
between the new school and the 
old schoo] is that the latter ap- 
peased strength while the former, 
in coddling the Nazi Mufti of Je- 
rusalem and the seven Arab rul- 
ers, are appeasing weakness. 

How come? 

The only answer is that the 
British Labor Cabinet, anxious not 
to appear less patriotic than the 
Tories, have swallowed two dan- 
gerous notions, The first is, hos- 
tile Arab sovereigns could great- 
ly embarrass Anglo-American re- 
sistance to Soviet imperialism and 
endanger our monopoly of Arab 
oil. The second, allegedly ex- 
pressed by British Cabinet mem- 


sure. The second is not British 
but pure Hitler. Decent British 
governments have considered 
themselves bound by pledges 
even when circumstances had 
changed. I refer specifically to 
Churchill’s pledge to Greece which 
it would have been expedient not 
to honor when Germany attacked 
that country. 


Two-Faced Diplomacy.

So far the Palestinian Jews 
have refused to negotiate on the 
basis of the Grady-Morrison deal. 
They are offering in exchange to 
negotiate on the basis of their 
own partitior. plan. This plan, 
fcrmulated in Paris, and partially 
“approved” by two-faced State 
Department officials, would give 
the Jews ownership and control 
of about one-sixth of the original 
territory. : 

It would enable them to set up 
the mixed state foreseen by the 
Anglo-American Committee of In- 
quiry. It would save 65 years of 
creative Zionism. 

Pressure by the American Ad- 
ministration can still prevent the 
British Cabinet from accomplish- 
ing the intended murder.

T working overtime during the 


right. 

After World War I, a brief boom 
earried spiralling prices above to- 
day’s price levels. The collapse 
that followed brought tragic con- 
sequences for everyone, but par- 
ticularly for agriculture, which 
never really recovered after the 
bubble of the speculative boom 
blew up. Then came the fleeting 
six years of the Republican bull 
market, which ended in the most 
widespread economic ruin this 
country has ever known. 


A Scare Word. 


Many people try to make the 
word “planning” into a _ scare 
word, tied to regimentation and 
the loss of our most cherished 
freedoms. If we had done a little 
more planning at the beginning of 
World War II and a little more 
when it ended, we might have 
avoided the economic snarl in 
which we now find ourselves. 

Planning was sacrificed to po- 
litical pressures when the Roose- 
velt Administration made no real 
effort to hold down wartime 
wages and profits. It was sacri- 
ficed when the Republican-south- 
ern democratic coalition in Con- 
gress destroyed any hope ‘of ef- 
fective price control. 

We have only to look around us 
now every day to see the conse- 
quences of our failure. We ought 
to look and look hard. If we look, 
perhaps we can learn. 

It is not alone the obvious and 
more alarming consequences. They 
hardly need to be pointed out. For 
example, in our competition with 
Soviet Russia to convince the 
world that our system is the best, 
it is hardly an advantage to pro- 
duce an economic tangle that sets 
all the elements of our society 
warring, one with another. That 
tends to prove the Soviet’s smug 
belief that capitalism is finished 
and will inevitably break down. 


Price-Wage See-Saw. 


The ominous strikes that de- 
velop as prices and wages see-saw 
upward need no underscoring. The 
labor conflict owes something to 
left-wing political aims. But the 
price dislocation is in itself almost 
enough to explain the present

At the 
turn, when all in the field had 
passed, Cochran still was tied with 
Jack Berkley, who had matched 
the winner’s first-day 69. Pro Ben 
Richter, the Bellerive lefthander, 
had moved to within one stroke 
of the leaders. Tom Draper, Crys- 
tal Lake amateur, was only an- 
other stroke behind Richter. 

But on the home stretch Coch- 
ran birdied three holes with five- 
to eight-foot putts, and didn’t go 
over par once as he stroked a 
closing 33 for the victory. 

Richter, with 73-71—144 at the 
finish after scoring a buzzard 6 
on the final green, was the top 
professional and was tied by 
Draper, who added 73 to his first- 
day 71. 

Berkley, who just to be different 
classified himself as a “Saturday 
golfer” after his first round 69, 
put in no claim as a Sunday golfer 
when he shot 76. But that gave 
him 145 and third place among 
the amateurs—and one of the 
prizes. 

The awards (cash for pros and 
war bonds for amateurs) were 
$100, $75 and $50 for the first three 
places in each category, and $25 
bonds for the tenth, twentieth, 
thirtieth and fortieth place ama- 
teurs. .

To compensate the stationer for any loss of orders, let 
me suggest that he sell smart, attractive note paper with name 
or address, or both, stamped on it. He might proffer greeting 
cards with wedding design, but on which space is left for a 
short but personally written thank-you note.

HERE are two schools of 

thought on what constitutes 

real fried onions cnd what 
method will produce the desired 
results. One insists they must be 
uncovered throughout the cooking 
and that the onions are not per- 
fect until they ure well browned 
on both sides. The other holds 
that the only way is to cook cov- 
ered over .ather low heat until 
the onions are just tender and 
are translucent with only a hint 
here and there of any browning. 
Onions cooked by the latter meth- 
od have a sweeter and milder 
flavor than those cooked by the 
former, so it is a matter of choos- 
ing the method that will develop 
the qualities which will suit the 
family’s palate. The goad, after 
all, is to be able to enjoy this 
humble but marvelous vegetable. 
To make a choice, there is only 
one way to proceed and that is 
to cook the onions both ways in 
the best possible way and then 
let the consensus of the family 
determine your future course. 
With any kind of onions to be 
served with pan-fried liver, one 
should not forget that -the pan 
gravy left from the liver should 
be served over the onions or the 
liver to make the best of these 
two inseparable foods. If that 
kind of gravy doesn’t appeal, then 
the gravy needs to be utilized in 
the making of the delectable sour 
cream variety.

LESS OFTEN THE roof of the 
mouth, the back part of the throat, 
tonsils, larynx or voice box and 
the outer lips are affected. These 
blisters soon change into firm 
swelling with a sore or ulcer on 
the surface and are covered with 
a yellowish-white secretion. . 


During this stage of the dis- 
order there is much pain and dis- 
comfort; the gums are red and 
swolien. The condition usually 
lasts from several days to two 
weeks. 

Even in older infants diarrhea 
may be a symptom accompanying 
this mouth infection. 

In the newborn baby the diar- 
rhea is the chief symptom and is 
quite severe. The diarrhea in these 
eases consists of the passage of 
four to 12 loose greenish-yellow 
stools daily. Blood is often pres- 
ent .n the bowel movement,

IN THE MILDER CASES, the 
diarrhea lasts for from four to 
10 days. In the more severe cases, 
it may continue for several weeks. 
In about three-fourths of the pa- 
tients seen by Dr. Buddingh, in- 
flammation of the mouth or 
tongue was present. Babies born 
before the normal time and these 
with infections of another sort 
frequently succumb to this diar- 
rheal disorder. ; 

Dr. Buddingh thinks that pos- 
sibly the infection may be ac- 
quired by the baby from the 
mother during the birth of the 
baby as it comes through the 
birth passage. However, this has 
not been proved. It is possible 
that adults with a mouth infection 
due to the virus may transmit it 
to the newborn baby, in whom the 
serious diarrhea will occur. 

It would appear that further 
studies are required to establish 
definitely whether or not epidem- 
ics of diarrhea in newhorn babies 
are due to this cause.

ONG-LIVED. This adjective 

means “having or inclined to 

have a long life.” Despite the 
spelling, -lived is not the past tense 
of the verb “to live.” It is a com- 
bining form from the noun “life.” 
Therefore, -lived should have the 
long “i” sound asin “dived,” in 
all the compound words, such as, 
short-lived, long-lived, nine-lived, 
etc. 

Candidate. In British usage, the 
third syllable usually has the 
sound of short “i,” as “KAN-di- 
dit.” -But American dictionaries 
prefer the long “a” sound, as in 
“bait, wait,” thus: KAN-di-dait. 

Overheard on a network news- 
cast: “The new president of Mex- 
ico, MIG-yoo-ull AL-uh-mun.” El 
presidente’s name is: Miguel Ale- 
man. Miguel is the Spanish form 
of the name Michael].
